Herman Kuendel committed 


yesterday morning by taking a large 
dose of laudanum. 


At about 5 o'clock Monday afternoon 


Kuendel wen^ to Paul Meyer's place on 
Front street and rented a room. After 
spending an hour or so in the bar room 
lio went up to his room and retired. 


About noon yesterday one of tho Bcr- 


vanta told Meyer that Kuendel had not 
yol got up, and Meyer told the man to 
"wake him. 
Tho man returned a tew minutes later 


saying Kuendel was breathing heavily 
and tlicro Bcemcd to bo something tho 


nittcr with him. Meyer went upstairs 


to invudligulo and «ni' imuicuiiitul.v 
something was wrong.. 


He sent for Dr. St. George Hopkins, 


who declared Kuendel had taken poison, 
On the table near tho bed an empty 
laudanum bottle waa found. 
Every- 


thing possible was done to save the un- 
fortunate man, but he was too far gone 
and expired. 


Kuendel was about 55 years old and a 


native of Germany. He came to Fresno 
about ten years HBO, and two years later 
started u barber shop with George Law 
son. They were subsequently hurneil 
out, and after that each went into busi- 
ness for himself. 


At tho time t. ..,_ - 


owned tho barber shop on I street, 
tho United States hotel building. 11< 
was somewhat given to drink, however 
and his affaire were in a very bad con 
dition. His health was also affected 
and several weeks ago he entered the 
county hospital for trontmnnt.. He was 
discharged ten days ago. 
Kuendel left no letter explaining the 


cause ot his deed, but he was known to 
ho very melancholy over his prospects, 
and tho condition 61 his linanccs and 
health no doubt prompted him to end 
hia existence. 
It is said ho lias a wife living in lliim- 


burg, Germany, but no children. Theru 
nre also some relatives in Kenlxburb', 
Schlcswin-Holfitcin. 
Kuendel 
went 


through the wars of '60 and '70aa assist- 
ant surgeon in tho German army. He 
waa a member ot the lodgeot Hermann's 
Sons in this city and his funeral will be 
held under its auspices. 


Kuendel was a pleasant companion 


and much liked by those who knew him 
well. It is said hi leaves some property 
in the Orchard Hill addition to Fresno. 
The inquest will he held today.

CHICAGO, November 14.—A special to 


a local paper from Washington says: 
Tho cabinet is considering the advisa- 
bility of giving Commissioner Blount's 
report to the press. Yesterday it was 
thought best to say nothing more offi- 
cially about .the -Hawaiian situation till 
the nest steamer arrived from Honor- 
lulu, but in view of the public clamor 
for evidence of truth of the assertions 
made by Gresham, there is a belief that 
it may be wise to satisfy the clamor. 


If the cabinet decides in favor of an- 


other ofliciai utterance an abstract will 
be 
made of evidence 
gathered by 


Blount, together with his report or part 
of it, and it will bo given out tonight 01 
tomorrow. 
Blount's evidence covers about 5000 


pages of type written matter. The evi- 
dence contains original letters ot Stev- 
ens and Dole. Dole's letter is particu- 
larly interesting. It shows by date and 
text it was written and sent lo Stevens 
before the provisional government had 
read itn proclamation. In it Dole says 
he lacked control of several important 
build in^s and asks that tho American 
naval ollicer with marines he placed in 
charge of the provisional troops. There 
is also Stevens' original letter asking for 
the use of a ball in which to house the 
troops, and there ia also Stevens' letter 
recognizing the provisional government 
before it wa« n government tie facto. 


VliHSKLS I'UEI'AKlNa. 


YALLEJO, November 14.—It is said on 


good naval authority that the United 
States ships Hanger and Mohican, now 
at Marc Island, are being made ready 
for sea, and will bo ordered by tho sec- 
retary of the navy to proceed direct to 
Honolulu and report to Admiral Jrwin 
and relieve tho Philadelphia, which will 
•eturn to Mare Island. The plan is to 
increase the number of marines in 
Honolulu and give Minister Willis a 
larger force at command.

"Head miuiy-Jlqworcil, huterogamoija; 


tho rays numerous and fertile. Invol- 
ucre hemispherical, ot numerous nar- 
row 
imbricated scales. 
Receptacle 


nearly lint, alveolate. Ligules narrow. 
Branches of the stylo lipped with a hie 
11 ill uppunditgu. 
Aketit'H compressed ; 


those of tho ray triangular, very obtuse 
at summit, thickened and destitute of 
pappus; those of tho disk thinner and 
(latter, silky—pubescent, with a copious 
pappus ol rusty or reddish capillary 
bristles nearly equalling the disk-corol- 
las, and an outer spl.of very short chaffy 
lii'iotiES. Perennial or biennial, hirsute 
or scabrous herbs, with alternate and 
mostly dentate leaves, and 
middle- 


sized heads of yellow Ilowors terminat- 
ing tho brandies. A span to a foot 
liigb." 
This is only a part of the scientific de- 


scription, but 1 forbear an account of 
tho non-botanical reader's feelings. This 
weed grows along every roadside, stalks 
thickly studded with dirty, woolly leaves 
from bottom to top, where on short 
stems are numerous balls a half inch 
diameter of dirty cottony chaff. Tho 
(lowers—now nearly gone—are leiuon- 
coloral, u halt inch in diameter, and arc 
sunllower-like in appearance. 


The above scientific description is per- 


fect except to height. Instead of being 
"a sp-ii to a foot high," they grow all 
heights up to twftntv feet in sonic places 
on rich ground witlT abundant moisture. 


A young 
scientist of our county 


doubted the identity ot this plant, and 
so sent a specimen lo Hie Smithsonian 
institute for identification. They as- 
sured him that the nnmo heading this 
article was tho correct name of the 
plant roiHirilcss of flb.0 of growth.

ed Yomel Wltlt the Sliorv. 


Tho lighthouse board has been BIIC- 
essfnl in its experiments for cstablish- 
ig electric communication with liglit- 
Irips and lighthouses anchored at n dis- 
nnco of moro than a milo from shore, 
'his will attract (ho greatest interest in 
nnritiuio circles all over tho world. The 
ward haa been conducting these oxpcri* 
nents for several years. Nothing can 
>o learned at tho treasury department 113 
o who invented the plan, which has met 
with success. 
However, tho obstacles 


which have prevented connecting by 
electric cable a vessel swinging at an- 
chor at sea with the land liavo been over- 
come by attaching tho core of tho cablo 
o the anchor chain and making n con- 
ductor of tho latter. It lias been dem- 
onstrated that the leakage of electricity 
produced by tlio water can be reduced 
to a minimum. Officials of the treasury 
department have recently talked by tel- 
ephone with persons on board a light- 
ship anchored over a mile from shore, 
with the anchor chain used to complete 
the circuit 


Tho establishing of electric communi- 


cation with lightships will result in tho 
saving of ninny thousands of dollars an- 
nually to maritime interests. Passing 
•eesels can easily and quickly bo com- 
municated with in cases of emergency, 
and ships iu distress will fi-equentVy bo 
reported to life saving stations in timo 
to dispatch relief vessels to BUVO them. 
Tho lightship most distant from tho shore 
is at tho Nantucket shoals. It is sorao 
SO miles from shore, and the dangers of 
thia locality have caused it to become 
known ns the "graveyard of American 
shipping." Tho lighthouse board is grati- 
fied nt the prospect of establishing elec- 
tric communication with this lightship. 
—Washington Letter.

petty larceny in stealing a heating stove 
from the complainant. At tho same 
time John Ballogh filed a complaint 
charging the Burnt; John Doe of Farrow's 
complaint with aii assault with a deadly 
weapon. ,

Ballogh stated that John Doe and an- 


other man came to his fishing cainp last 
Sunday, and the former compelled him 
at the point of a pistol to give up his 
Sailing tackle and other articles, after 
which they drove Ballogh away. 


THE I'UKSUIT. 


It was arranged that Farrow and Bal- 


logh should keep track of the men and 
to come to town for Deputy Constable 
Henry as soon as the offenders had been 
located. Yesterday morning about 7 
o'clock Farrow and Ballogh came to 
Fresno in the former's wagon and in- 
formed Henry that the men they were 
seeking had camped near town tho night 
before, and wero very probably there 
yet.The officer and the two men started 
out to make tho arrest and came upon 
.he camp oft the road between Fig and 
Elm avenues.

Thompson endeavored to 
roueo Bennett from his stupor with 
kicks and profanity, hut to no purpoec.

Title pages were unknown till after 


1401. 
Thero must bo no Roman or Italic 


lettering, but nil in Gothic or old Eng- 
lish. There must bo no commas, but an 
oblique stroke in their place. Further, 
there must bo no catchwords at the 
bottom of the page. The uso of these, 
long gone out of fashion, did not couio 
into voguo till yearsaftcrCaxton'sdeath. 


Thero aro other tests necessary, such 


as tho measurement of tho lines, for 
some of the type used was imitated pret- 
ty closely by Caxton's successors. It is 
clear, however, that during his career 
Caxton only used six kinds of type. Tho 
first, distinctly foreign in its character, 
was used by him at Bruges in the. print- 
ing of "The Kecuyell of the Histories of 
Troye" and in the first edition of "The 
Game aud Plnye of tho Chesse." This 
stylo was never used iu England. The 
second stj-le, such as in "The Moral 
Proverbs" and "Tullo of Oldo Age," 
printed iu 1-177 and I4S1 respectively, 
was beautiful and artistic. It follows a 
design of manuscript which obtained the 
name o£ Gros Batiirde, common in xiso 
in the fifteenth century. Several books 
were written iu this manner under tho 
order of Edward IV ami aro now to be 
seen in the British museum. 


Looking at. the dales when Gaxton's 


books were iesu-id and tho types he used, 
it is evident be did not make new typo 
till the old wasvrorn out. A pretentious 
style came next in 1IS3, very bold in its 
character. It is problematical whether 
there is n book in this type; the only ex- 
.rnples we havo of it at present are iu 
heailliiies.—CltJUiibers' .Journal.
